Per- 
haps ihe most interesting section of 
the Institution is the "Home Pan," 
with school room, manual [raining 
department, dining room, rccrca< 
lion room, kit elicit, and the several 
dormitories on the different floors. 
One cannot but note, as they In- 
spect the Institution, and as they 
also come in contact with the young thirteen, 
inmates detained there, the high unl^iim 
state of efficiency that prevails. 

Our readers will he interested to 
learn that two courts arc held every 
week. Many and varied, and to 
those not familiar with crime among 
the young,' astounding charges are 
in:idc apainst the youthful offend- 
ers tried there. Here are a few 
samples: Bicycle stealing 1 , motor- 
car stealing, shoplifting, and pocket 
picking, house-break itig, robhgry of 
infiils, forgery, vagrancy, and num- 
berless minor offences. The ages nf 
these offenders range fi 
eight lo sixteen years. 

By trying them before this spe- 
cial Court tlicv do not become con- 
laminalcd hy 'those older in crime, 
as would be quite probable if they 
were lodged iti the common jail and 
trie.l at the ordinarv Police Court. 
The Juvenile Court "is private; thus 
they ;ir c given every possible chance 
to do belter, and. if sentenced to a 
tcr.u in ihc Detention Home, everv 
mcan* at the command oi those re- 
sponsible Is used to instil into their 
minds an<[ hearts the principles of 
right ami wrong. In fact,, the ut- 
nmst kindness, comhined with the 
necessary discipline, is exercised by 
the Staff, 

Salvationists and Christian friends 
frill bo glad to know tb.it religious 
services arc held regularly in the 
Home and the exercises are entered 
into most heartily by the boys and 
girls. Quite a number of them have 



professed conversion and, after 
their term of detention has expired, 
frequently visit the Home to sec the 
Staff and to be present at the meet- 
ings referred to, 

A "War Cry" representative call- 
fid .it the Iiisiiiuiiqn recently. It 
happened to be a Court day. and he 
■was invited to attend. In tlic com- 
modious waiting room wwc gath- 
ered a large number of people, boys 
and girli who had been arrested on 
v:iriotts charges, parents ot the ac- 
cused, prosecutors, witnesses, detec- 
tives, policemen, etc. 

Our representative was especially 
r-rfviJcg-cd in being a 1 [owed to be 
present at the Court, for, as pre- 
viously mentioned, tlic proceedings 
afe, as a rule, private. 

At a knp; table in the nirv Court 
Jtoom, sat the Judge, D. W. McKer- 
ehar, who was recently appointed to 
the position. Before ltim stood a 
tall lad of German birth, age about 
i-ho was charged with as- 
nolhcr lad and stealing 
ten dollars from him. As his accuser 
had no witness, and it was the ac- 
cused's first offence, he was released 



five boys of stealing mineral water 
from a city firm. The lads vere ' 
wcll-drcsscd and came of good fami- 
lies, as far as could be judged from 
their parents and relatives, who bad 
been summoned lo appear, and who 
no doubt, feft" ibcjr position; but' 
nevertheless, nppfoghitcd the fatt 
lliat it was not ueScssarv for ilie 
case to be tried before 'a public 
Court. These Jads were also Urn 
offenders, and, as i H usually the ca.e, 
the Judge was lenient wit fi them.

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One of the manv duties of Adju- 
tant Carter is to hriiife the different 
cases to the notice of the Court. 
There were no less than twelve dnr- 
ftig the afternoon, besides ten appli- 
cations for release made by parents 
of boys under sentence in the 
Home.

Lieut.- Colonel Mary Murray says 
that Some important schemes arc 
under consideration for 1 he erection 
of new Naval and Military Homes 
in Great Britain. , 

News has just been received that 
among the prisoner.? of war takrn 
with General Townshcnd's force at 
Kut was one of our Leaguer.-;, of the 
Oxfordshire Light Infantry. A 
post card front him reached the 
Naval and Military Department a 
few days ago — dispatched before ihc 
fall of Kut — saying that he was in 
g-ood' health. 

The Colonel continues to receive 
splendid evidences of the true Sal- 
vation spirit of the LcaRiicrs, who 
in all parts of the world— Mesopo- 
tamia, Egypt, France, Salonika, to 

. mention only a few places— do their 
utmost, both hy means of public 
meetings and personal dealings, to 
lead their comrades to God. 

Even those, who arc prisoners of 
war seize every opportunity to hold 
meetings. One naval man writes 
that Salvation services are held 
regularly at the prisoners' camp and 
thai he had been brought to God 
through two of The Salvation Army 
Leaguers. 

On an a^crapc two hundred new 
Naval and Military LcnRucrs arc 
being added to the Ro]| each month, 
the Department has also lo deal 
with more than two thousand lel- 

■'tcrs in the same period of time, 
while during six months the depart- 
ment investigated over seventeen 
hundred' inquiry cases.

"'Being a Russian prisoner, and 
having for more than a year receiv- 
ed absolutely nothing from my fam- 
ily, might 1 solicit a parcel of vic- 

" 'Could you send mc a book on 
some spiritual subject? I should be 
SO grateful. ... As I am an orphan; 
I have no one to interest himself in 
me.' "

Brigadier 
maxficld in ihc South African 
"Cry") we have witnessed some in- 
spiring events. During the recent 
drought, when the crops were per- 
ishing for want of rain, Adjutant 
Matimjwa en lied hid ;-coptc together 
for prayer. In the days of heathen- 
ism arwl darkr.css, in this district, 
Ihc rain-maker would climb to the 
lop of a high hill, and use his en- 
chantments in order 10 bring rain. 
Many of the old heathen men now 
living in this district still remember 
these scenes of the past. 

The Adjutant took his people 
numbering bctwen two and three 
hundred to ihc top of this hill, 
which can be i;ccn for many miles, 
and for the whole afternoon they 
prayed to the God of Heaven to 

As we watched the black mass of 
people, wc stood rn awe, and our 
minds flew lo the time of Elijah, 
when he gathered the people on 
Carmcl, and from our place, on the 
Opofitc hill, we prayed that God 
would hear this people's prayer, and 
that their faith might be strength- 
ened. The first shower for weeks 
fell that night. 

At the same time Chief Kambi, 
some miles distant, had called for 
his rain-maker to Conic and make 
rain. The people gavr oF their sub- 
stance to provide the cattle neces- 
sary, but, in spite of all, the rain- 
maker could do, the rain did not 

The chief then sent for Adjutant 
Matunjwa, and explained his diffi- 
culty la him. The Adjutant look 
ihc opportunity of preaching the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ lo the chief 
and his Jiidunas, and explaining that 
God gave Ihc rain. The chief list- 
ened, and then gave orders that his 
people were to gather with The 
Salvation Army Officer and pray 
that God would give rain. Nearly 
seven hundred people assembled, 
and the Adjutant besought God's 
Throne on behalf of ihc perishing 
crops. 

The Adjutant took his departure, 
but ere he reached Jim Osborne 
Settlement, where he was staying 
for the night, the rain commenced 
to fall, and during the night came 
down in torrents. Early the next 
morning one of the chief's indunas 
came to the Settlement bearing the 
thanks of the chief, aud with the in- 
formation that he had dismissed his 
rain-maker, and in future he nnd his 
people would ask God to help them. 
The following Sunday another hi- 
duna was sent lo the Corps to re- 
turn thanks, as three days' rain had 
fallen, and the people had been 
saved from famine. 

Wc pray that light may come to 
this place, and that the chief and his 
people may renounce heathenism, 
and serve the living God. This is 
the second time this year that the 
Adjutant has been sent for by Chief 
Kambi.

SERBIANREFUGEES 

BEING CARED FOR BY THE 
SALVATION ARMY 



The following details concerning 
The Army's Work among Serln'mi 
refugees in Italy arc from the "Ga- 
zette de Lausanne," and were sent 

to tEiat periodical by a corrc^pou- 

"Ahout three hundred o£ these 
people arrive in Rome every day; 
sonic of them have ;i few things of 
their own, but the majority arc 
destitute of almost everything. In 
these circumstances they go to the 
Bureau in the Piazza Nicosia, where 
Ihcy arc fitted out and then directed 
to The Salvation Army Home in 
order that they may he washed and 
disinfected; they can also lodge hi 
the Home. The people arc of every 
condition and of all ages, both wo- 
men and children being among 
them, 

"What really enables the Commit- 
tee to act as usefully as it does, and 
to wash, lodge, care for, and feed 
these unfortunate people is The Sal- 
vation Army which here, na else- 
where, is always so admirably 
organized. 

"Monsieur Ccrra could not speak 
highly enough of it, and he eagerly 
pressed mc to visit the Institution. 
Whilst wc were talking some Scrh- 
ians arrived. Most of ihcm were 
«;-«scd in their fli&Wid costume, 
and most of ihcnvWtf? spoke noth- 
ing but Serbian. 

"Following upon the advice of 
Monsieur Ccrra, I paid a visit to 
The Salvation Army Home in Via 
Malaharha, where I made the ac- 
quaintance of Colonel Govaars, a 
most charming man. The Colonel 
has been in Serbia during the war, 
but returned to London, and then 
came to Rome in order to care for 
the refugees. Brigadier Jcanmonod, 
who is a Swiss, was also there. They 
both confirmed the truth of what 
the newspapers have s^id concern- 
ing the misery and destitution of the 

"I was allowed to visit the various 
parts of the Institution, such as the 
disinfecting room, the Shower baths, 
and ihc targe dormitories, diride'd 
into littfc cubicles, in each of which 
there is a bed and a table. They can 
accommodate one hundred and 
twenty persons, and the place is al- 
ways full. There arc also two din- 
ing halls, a reading and writing room 
and a meeting Hat). The boarders 
in the Home pay threepence a day. 
The sheets arc changed daily. Dur- 
ing my visit dinner was served, wrth 
the traditional dish of macaroni, 
which wonld have been the envy of 
more than one connoiscur." 

Commissioner OHphant, it is 
worthy of note, has received news 
that fifteen hundred of these re- 
fugees have already been sheltered 
under our roof.

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 

THE clause in the Military Service- 
Bill providing that "conscientious 
objectors" may be exempted from 
bearing arms has caused no little 
discussion in Great Britain. Many 
have been suspected of faking up 
conscientious objections in order to 
evade service in the combatant 
ranks, and these have been severely 
dealt with. Thirty-four, it is staled, 
were ordered to be shot, but their 
sentences were commuted to im- 
prisonment. These proceedings, as 
well as many rumors of other hap- 
penings, stirred the House of Com- 
mons to demand a statement from 
Ihe Premier regarding the Govern- 
ment's policy towards conscientious 
objectors. 

' The Premier stated that all men 
who honestly objected to military 
service ought to be able to avail 
themselves of the exemption privi- 
leges. Those who put forward the 
plea of conscientious objection as a 
cloak to cover indifference to re- 
spond to the national call ought to 
be treated with the utmost rigor. He 
further announced that genuine 
conscientious objectors who under- 
took to perform work of national 
importance would cease to be the 
subject of military discipline. 

SUNDAY LABOUR 

THE abnormal conditions during 
the last two years have made 
people and Governments wilting to 
tolerate much Sunday labour. 

It was considered essential to the 
welfare of the country that the work 
Of making munitions of war should 
not cease day or night, and so the 
factory. chimneys smoked seven days 
in 1 the week;

DANGEROUS WORK 

IT is not albhoncy to he a munition 
I worker, and the pay needs lo be 
extra good to make up for the dan- 
gers that have lo he faced. And 
these are not all due to explosions. 

The high pressure under which the 
production of munitions has had to 
be performed has brought with it 
destructive maladies. These are par- 
ticularly noticeable in connection 
with the manufacture of high explo- 
sives. Thus in handling trinitroto- 
luol after a prolonged period one 
becomes drowsy, suffers from fron- 
tal headache, Toss of appetite, and 
may even become afflicted with a 
distinctive eczema. Unless the oper- 
ative takes a rest in time jaundice 
may supervene, with decided danger 
to life. In a few instances death has 
been directly traced to the handling 
of the explosive.

PRICE OF LIVING 

IN all the countries now at war the 
price of living has greatly risen— 
the greatest increase in cost of iood 
being in Germany. An Italian pro- 
- feasor states that the average in- 
crease in prices in Germarrv between 
July, 19H, and Feb., 1916, exceeds 
eighty-five per cent. 

Prices in England (according to 
the "Labour Gazette") have on the 
whole increased by 49 per cent, The 
highest increases in prices are those 
of wheat bread, 52 per cent.; flour, 
GO; and sugar, 128, The rise in 
prices in England, however, is easily 
supported, owing to the low prices 
prevailing in ordinary times. 

As regards Italy prices have risen 
on the whole by about 29.78 per 
cent., despite unfavourable ex- 
change, high freights, high price of 
coal, and other drawbacks. 

TUNNEL TO FRANCE

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD 
A NEW method for transfusion 
■*^of blood is described in the Paris 
"Revue" An Argentine surgeon is 
the inventor of the new method, 
which is as follows: — 

Blood is laden from the bend of 
the elbow of any subject willing to 
lend his aid and collected in a re- 
ceptacle which contains a solution of 
neutral citrate of soda, prepared in 
the proportion of one gram of salt 
for 100 grammes of blood. This 
mixture prevents the blood from 
coagulating without destroying its 
vital properties, and as the citrate 
employed is inoffensive to the organ- 
ism it cart'bc injected into the fore- 
arm without danger, thus obviating 
the chief drawbacks to the trans- 
fusion as generally practiced. 

The receptacle for the blood drawn 
is In graduated glass with double 
tubing and has a large enough open- 
ing to allow the blood to fall direct- 
ly into it. The end Is pointed to al- 
low the. tube" for injection to collect 
the maximum 'of blood without al- 
lowing &U to enter. From three to 
five grammes of solution" are 1 placed 
tti it, bciflfi a sufficient quantity- for

"A VERY PRESENT HELP 

IN TIME OF TROUBLE" 



Of the many people who have 
from time to time had good reasons 
for being grateful for the existence 
of The Salvation Army, it is sur- 
prising how many of them lived ap- 
parently ignorant of such an Organi- 
zation, or at the most had nothing 
more than a sort ol abstract know- 
ledge of it until trouble overtook 
them. 

Two cases which Adjutant H. 
Habkirk, the Men's Social Officer 
far British Columbia', recently dealt 
with seem to have belonged to this 
class. One a very successful busi- 
ness man who eventually allowed 
himself to be involved in a some- 
what crooked land transaction for 
which he was tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment. It was then he became aware 
ihat The Salvation Army was a vital 
force in the life of the nation, He 
regularly attend The Army services 
at Okala Prison Far^j, and had fre- 
quent personal interviews with, Ad- 
jutant Habkirk. The Adjutant was 
only too willing to interest himself 
in the case, and set the wheels, in 
motion for getting him out on 
parolel 

Iii7th;e meantime die prisoner was 
unfortunate efioUgh to come by an. 



accident which necessitated- him 
being taken, to the hospital. It was . 
whtEe there that the Adjutant was 
able to convey to him the news that 
he was unconditionally pardoned. As 
he was now considerably recovered 
from the effects of the accident, the 
Adjutant was able to arrange for his 
removal to a private house to be 
taken care of. 

It very soon became apparent, 
hcwever t that his general health had 
given way, and it was arranged at 
The Army's expense to again have 
him removed to the hospital, where, 
in a comparatively short time he 
passed away. Sometime before the 
end he made it quite Clear that he 
had availed, himself of God's for- 
giving love. Nevertheless, the black 
past had weighed so heavily upon 
him that he died broken-hearted. 

Adjutant Habkirk accompanied 
the remains to Seattle, where some 
of his relatives reside, andUwo days 
later hcagain journeyed back to 
Seattle, in company with Adjutant 
J ay nos, to conduct the funeral ser- 
vice, at the request of his friends, 
because of the great help The Army 
had been to him. 

The other case to which I wish to 
refer is that of an Indian woman, 
who, while under the influence of 
Hquor, kilEcd her foster-sister. Wo- 
man prisoners are now located at 
Okala Jail and the Warden has kind- 
ly arranged so that they can occupy 
a room adjoining the one where the 
services for the men are held, the 
arrangements hcing such as permits 
the women to join in the Singing 
and also to sec and hear the speak- ' 
crs. The Adjutant has thus his 
sphere of labour considcrablv ex- 
tended, but has found a vain able 
helper in Sister May Cnffin of Van- 
couver No. I, Corps who, in addi- 
tion to acting as pianist, also inter- 
views the women prisoners. 

Previous to the trial of this un- 
forcu'iatc woman. Sister Cufnn and 
the Adjutant had several interviews 
with her, and, during-Iier trial, Sis^r 
Cuftin was allowed to be at her stih*. 
She was ultimately found guilty o£ 
maiislmtghicr, and sentenced to eight 
years in the Penitentiary. 

At the close of her trial, her law- 
ytr, Mr. Frank Lycis, said his cli-:nc 
wished him to say that she was 
deeply indebted for the kindness tbat 
had been shown her since she was 
arrested, and especially to the Of- 
ficers of The Salvation Army, and, 
on his own behalf, he wished to re- 
cognize the help he often got from 
theni, in dealing with cases, and said . 
the amount ofinterest taken and 
time spent in trying to help tho^e 
who from time to time found the-n- .' 
selves in trouble; by those people' 
The Salvation Army 'was beyond all 
praise. 

After she was sentenced the Adji:- ,- 
tant and Sister Mav Cuffin accom- 
panied her out to Okala, where s!,a 
is located pending arrangements i >r ; 
her being removed to Kingston ■- , 
Envoy Geo. Allan.
